abandons said animal," shall be punished, 
etc. 


The evidence shows that John Ross had 


a pair of mules which came out" of the 
woods this spring, one of which wasltime, 
but not to such an extent as to make him 
unfit for labor. Mr. lioss requested Mr. 
Smith to take them and use them. Mr. 
Smith did take them and used them, not 
over half a day at a time, until Tuesday, 
the 12th instant, when he sent the lame 
mule with some ten cows to the pasture of 
James Gallagher, in Glenburn. ^The mule 
was well and hearty all the time he re- 
mained at Mr. Smith's, and had not been 
used for a week before he was sent to 
pasture.
